
Cross-country telex network 
credited in suspect's arrest 


The Canadian Police In¬ 
formation Centre, a crass- 
country network of telex 
machines linked to a com-, 
puter in Ottawa, has been 
given credit for the arrest of a 
man in Port Alberni on a 
charge of escaping custody 
and being unlawfully at large. 

A two-count RCMP charge 
was read this week in Victoria 
provincial court against John 
Anthony Stelling, 29, who did 
not enter a plea and was 
remanded by Judge Edmond 
Jorre de St. Jorre to later in 
the week for further hearing. 

Colwood RCMP said in 
October, 1971, that a man with 


the same name was among 
two who escaped Oct. 19 from 
William Head prison. 

They said Stelling had been 
sentenced in Victoria in 
March, 1971, to two years for 
possession of a restricted drug 
for the purpose of trafficking 
and had been refused parole 
the day before he left William 
Head. 

The other man was recap¬ 
tured early in 1973, which left 
Stelling as the man with the 
longest escape period from 
William Head — two years 
and 108 days up to Monday. 
Port Alberni RCMP said at 2 
a m. Monday a constable 


stopped a car on a north-side 
street for a routine check. The 
driver gave a name which the 
constable radioed to 
headquarters. 

It was put on a CPIC telex to 
Ottawa, where the computer 
found the name had been used 
by Stelling as an alias. This 
information was sent back to 
the constable and the driver 
was arrested before he and 
the policeman had left the 
street. 

The CPIC network went into 
effect in July, 1972. Police 
detachments on Vancouver 
Island were tied in later that 


year with Victoria joining in 
November. 

An RCMP picture of the 
wanted Stelling showed a 
balding, cleanshaven man. 
The man in court this week 
had little hair atop his head 
but had long, red hair from the 
sides and a bushy red beard. 

The name on the William 
Head escape list the second 
longest time is thatbf Richard 
Douglas Bell, who fled Jan. 1, 
1972, while serving a Victoria 
narcotics term. He is a U.S. 
native and on April 22 will 
have been gone two years and 
109 days. 


'Decay would stay' 


Rebate 
hinges 
on time 

Motorists must buy 
Autoplan insurance by March 
1 to qualify for the rebate 
being offered those who are 
charged more than under 
private company insurance. 

Announcing the rebate 
regulations this week, In¬ 
surance Corporation of B.C. 
general manager Norman 
Bortnick also said: 

—Drivers may have to wait 
up to four months for their 
refunds, but no interest will be 
paid. 

—As many as 20 per cent of 
the owners of private 
passenger vehicles are ex¬ 
pected to be eligible for 
refunds. 

—Refund application forms 
will be available from Motor 
Vehicle Branch offices in 
early March. 

An ICBC spokesman said as 
many as 100 extra staff will be 
required on a temporary basis 
to handle the rebate program. 

People who have already 
written the ICBC to request a 
rebate will receive official 
application forms in the mail. 

In making refund claims, 
motorists can use any con¬ 
tinuous 12-month insurance 
period between Aug. 1, 1972, 
and Feb. 28, 1974. But they 
must be careful not to include 
the licence plate fees which 
form part of the ICBC 
premium packages.

Amid mounting speculation 
about the future of the Reid 
Centre, a Victoria alderman 
has predicted the provincial 
government will ‘freeze” all 
development in the Inner 
Harbor and the legislative 
precinct. 

Aid Mike Young, the city’s 
zoning committee chairman, 
told the Express he fully 
expects some initiative of that 
kind during the current 
legislative session, probably 
within the next couple of 
weeks. 

And he made it clear he 
dislikes any development 
freeze, which he said would 
tend to perpetuate the current 
state of “dereliction and 
decay” in the Inner Harbor. 

"I hope cooler heads will 
prevail and the provincial 
government will recognize 
that it is positive influence we 
need, not negative restraint,” 
Young said. 

Meanwhile, Young said he is 
“reasonably convinced” the 
Reid Centre will not be built — 
although not for the reasons 
cited in a speculative Express 
article earlier this week. 


The article, interpreting 
comments made last weekend 
by Mayor Peter Pollen during 
the filming of a television 
program, drew the assump¬ 
tion that Vancouver developer 
J. A. Reid is trying to sell his 
Wharf Street site, possibly to a 
partnership of the city and the 
provincial government 

Young said hi6 opinion that 
the development will not take 
place is based on these en¬ 
tirely different grounds: 

Reid, in an unfavorable 
mortgage market and a time 
of spiralling construction 
costs, doesn’t have the 
financial capability to build 
his two-tower scheme before 
his land-use contract runs out 
next June. 

—Recent utterances by 
members of the NDP caucus 
show “there is very obvious 
pressure on the government to 
frustrate development along 
the waterfront.” 

Young said the provincial 
government’s record to date 
so far as freezes are con¬ 
cerned doesn't show any 
keenness to begin thawing 
processes.. The waterfront 


freeze, therefore, could be the 
start of a long, hard winter. 

“I think when you have an 
area that is dying, and totally 
and completely in a state of 
dereliction and decay, the 
answer is not to put some kind 
of freeze on it but to come up 
with a positive planning ap¬ 
proach,” Young said 

“U would be heartbreaking 
for the city to be faced with 
some form of stringent freeze. 
It would be impossible for us 
to work under those cir¬ 
cumstances.” 

Young said provincial 
authorities are supposed to be 
assisting Inner Harbor 
renewal by acquiring the 
Marathon Realty site where 
CP steamships are berthed, 
and by phasing-out the lease 
on the Black Ball ferry ter¬ 
minal. 

But as far as he was aware, 
nothing had happened on 
those two matters, clear proof 
of the ponderous way in which 
bureaucratic administrations 
operate. 

Young didn't say so, but 
there appears to be a 
possibility that the develop¬ 
ment freeze could accompany 
legislation setting up a 
provincial capital commission 
to shape the pattern of 
development in the legislative 
precenct and the Inner Harbor 
area. 

Esquimau NDP MLA Jim. 
Gorst has been pushing 
strongly for the establishment 
of such a body, and Premier 
Barrett admitted in a recent 
interview that Gorst’s 
proposal had found strong 
support within cabinet. 

Young himself predicted 
some months ago that the 
commission would become a 
reality, saying there were 
“marks all over the globe” to 
show this would happen. 

Public Works Minister 
William Hartley said in an 


interview Tuesday the capital 
commission proposal has not 
been discussed in caucus, and 
added that the city has all the 
power it needs to limit 
development without the 
provincial government get¬ 
ting involved. 

Liberal 

victory 

Liberal Gordon Gibson won 
the North Vancouver- 
Capilano provincial byelec¬ 
tion by less than 100 votes 
Tuesday but it will take a 
recount to make it offical. 

North Vancouver Mayor 
Ron Andrews, the Socred 
candidate who finished a close 
second, said he wanted the 
new tally. 

The vote count, with about a 
60 per cent turnout of almost 
25,000 eligible voters, was: 
Gibson (Lib.)—4,702, An¬ 
drews (SC) — 4,629; Hyndman 
(PC) — 3,164; Baigent (NDP) 
— 2,632; Dent (CDP) — 19. 

The seat had been held by 
Liberal Dave Brousson. who 
resigned last October.

Debate cut short 


Premier Dave Barrett will 
unveil a budget in the 
Legislature next Monday, 
which could hit $2 billion — 
after the shortest throne 
speech debate in the history of 
the province ended abruptly 
this week. 

The Throne Speech debate, 
which usually lasts about two 
weeks, came to a fast finish 
Tuesday night with all three 
opposition party leaders 
absent. They were on the 
mainland awaiting results of 
the North Vancouver- 
Capilano byelection. 

Approval of the throne 
speech debate by a 35-12 vote 
came after only two op¬ 
position and four government 


members had spoken. No one 
rose to continue the debate 
after Daisy Webster (NDP, 
Vancouver — Little Moun¬ 
tain) finished her speech. 
After the vote, Barrett ad¬ 
journed the sitting until 
Monday 

Socred members stormed 
from the House, charging they 
had lost their chance to speak 
in the debate because the 
premier had lost control of the 
house. 

But outside the house, 
Barrett said that while* 
Liberals and Conservatives 
had appeared prepared to 
debate, the official Socred 
opposition had either not done 
its research or had nothing on

which to criticize the 
government. 

The debate focused on 
educational issues such as the 
firing of Education Com¬ 
missioner John Bremer, the 
effects of the abolition of 
corporal punishment in the 
schools, Education Minister 
Eileen Dailly’s criticism of 
increases in school district 
budgets, the government’s 
failure to reduce class size 
and Dailly s move to dissolve 
her teacher-trustee com¬ 
mittee. 

Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace said the image Dailly 
once held in the province ha6, 
been diminished and her 


whole department tarnished. 

The NDP had promised 
great changes in education 
but their performance has 
fallen far short of their plans, 
Wallace said. 

He demanded that Premier 
Barrett apologize publicly to 
Bremer, for announcing his 
dismissal during a television 
program, and that he explain 
to the public why exactly 
Bremer was fired. 

Wallace said the govern¬ 
ment “has the money, the 
knowledge and the heart” to 
bring better health care to 
B.C. but is "so preoccupied 
with bureaucratic control” it 
has done nothing. 


Taxpayer 

makes 
the grade 


Sometimes it pays tax¬ 
payers to take matters into 
their own hands and give the 
powers-that-bea good shake if 
they want action. 

That’s the view of Tom 
Gailus, 37, of 2772 Sooke Road, 
who moved into a newly built 
$40,000 home last Christmas 
and earlier this week found it 
swamped by flooding. 

Gailus, a logging truck 
driver, saw that rising water 
around Fishers Pond and 
nearby cattle-grazing land 
would flood his home unless 
the provincial government 
took action to ease the flow of 
water out of an old wooden 
culvert that runs by his 
property and across Sooke 
Road. 

Inspector sent 

He contacted the provincial 
highways department last 
week and an inspector was 
sent out to review the 
situation. Gailus says he was 
told the culvert was 
"adequate’’ to drain the 
flooded land. 

Then it happened. 

Heavy weekend rains raised 
the water level so that Gailus’ 
basement was flooded to a 
depth of four feet, causing an 
estimated $ 8,000 damage. 

His house without heat, his 
deep freeze floating in the 
basement, Gailus presented 
the government with an 
ultimatum: Either get work 
crews out to unplug the 
culvert or he would use a 
backhoe to dig up Sooke Road 
and clear an exit for the flood. 

Deadline for the ultimatum 
delivered early Monday was 2 
p m. Tuesday. 

Backhoe rented 

At deadline, Gailus' rented 
backhoe was in position 
scooping its first shovel-full of 
road and 50 cars of people 
were backed up along Sooke 
Road to watch the action. 

At 2:05 p.m. a highways 
department grade-all trun¬ 
dled down the road. 

The government crew lifted 
out a 20-foot section of steel 
pipe jammed with gravel. By 
late afternoon, water was 
flowing into Bilston Creek, the 
chief area drainage ditch. 

And the water swamping 
Gailus’ home was gradually 
subsiding. 

"It's surprising how quickly 
you can get action when you 
take the bull by the horns and 
do it yourselves," commented 
Gailus.

Yet another of those man-on-the-street surveys, this 
time in Toronto, has revealed once more that the level of 
general knowledge of the average man and woman is 
pitifully, shockingly low.

One in 10 in this latest test knew the name of our 
minister for external affairs. One in 30 could name the 
Speaker of the House of Commons. Four out of five 
Canadians could not locate Vietnam geographically. So it 
goes. 

Yet, curiously enough in the face of this absence of 
factual knowledge, any Canadian newspaper may send out 
a man-on-the-street reporter and secure forceful opinions 
on any issue — local, national or international. 

The Gallup boys, in particular, are forever sampling 
cross-sections of the public to ascertain its opinion on 
whether Trudeau has been a satisfactory prime minister,

A doctor’s report was 
requested this week in Vic¬ 
toria provincial court for a 30- 
year-old Victoria man facing 
two charges after separate 
incidents early Saturday. 

William George Goetken, 
1117 Bay, was charged first 
with a break-in with intent at 
St. Ann’s Academy, 835 
Humboldt, and with 
assaulting Sister Margaret 
Hayes, 67, with intent to 
wound. 

Later, Goetken was charged 
with indecent assault on a 
woman about one-half hour 
after the incident at St. Ann's. 
(Police said outside court the 
nun's assailant fled after she 
punched him and she escaped 
with a scratch. They gave no 
details of injuries to the other 
woman). 

The medical report was 
requested by Judge Edmond 
Jorre de St. Jorre, who 
remanded Goetken to later in 
the week for further hearing. 

A preliminary hearing was 
set for next week on a charge 
against Walter Seginowich, 
49. of 130 Lurline, of assault 
causing bodily harm. Saanich 
police said the charge 
followed an incident Saturday 
afternoon in which a 45-year- 
old woman was stabbed in the 
thigh. 

An Income Tax Act charge 
against John Donald Mclnnis, 
1227 Tattersall, was also put 
over for a week by St. Jorre. 
Mclnnis was charged with 
wilfully evading payment of 
taxes by failing to file returns 
between Jan. 1,1965, and April 
30, 1969, on income of 

$56,513.98 for 1965 to 1968 in¬ 
clusive.

'560 Johnson, was sentenced by 


whether we should seal off American capital investment, 
whether we should continue trade with South Africa. 
They’ve no trouble at all in getting firm answers. 

In short, it would seem reasonable to suggest that the 
so-called average man never had such strong persuasions 
or so little to back them up. 

How much has this to do with today’s methods of mass 
communications? There, as we used to say, is the giant 
jack-pot question. 

On the surface it would seem that the public never had 
a better chance to be well-informed. Though the 
newspapers are fewer in number, circulation figures all 
over North America are at an all-time peak. Radio and its 
giant, awkward sister, television, reach into millions of 
homes with an increasing content of public affairs shows. 
Magazines which have all but totally abandoned fiction 
concentrate on the crucial issues of the day. 

Yet in all these various media, it seems clear, the plain, 
unvarnished fact is being supplanted by the purveyors of 
raw opinion. 


We’ve come into the era of The Expert, the man who 
takes the facts and pre-digests them for the public and the 
public, it seems, is eager for the simple little pill that 
replaces the old-fashioned medicine. 

The surveys show us that newspapers are sold 
competitively by their columnists and their pundits. 
Millions look to opinionated writers for “the news.” The 
newsmagazines such at Time and Newsweek offer 
interpretive views on the events of the week — in other 
words, how it looked to them, not necessarily how it was. 

If the public has a pain in its belly it may turn to Dr. 
Alvarez. In just the same way, if it has a doubt on its mind it 
may turn to dozens of experts who take the raw material of 
current history, filter it, sift it, subject it to their own 
prejudices and retail it as the gospel. 

The effect is obvious in the day’s conformity of thought, 
the second-hand conviction and the triumph, as the surveys 
show so dramatically, of dogma over knowledge. 

Many educators and, indeed, many responsible men in 
the field of mass communications, are disturbed by the 


trend. Many believe, as the resurgent English novelist J. B. 
Priestly sees it, that “we spend millions on education only 
to have the good work undone by the mass communication 
experts waiting to pounce on the boys and girls as they 
come out of school.” 

Or, like Professor Charles A. Siepmann, of New York 
University, they see in this new style of “news” the death 
knell of individualism. 

“There can be no doubt that we have for more facts 
stored in our memory than our ancestors had,” Prof. 
Siepmann has written, “but perhaps a proper question to 
ask is; How many of these facts have we disgested? How 
many of them have we made our own by mature, 
independent thought? How genuine, moreover, are our 
feelings? Are we reacting less to natural sensations in our 
daily life and thirsting more and more eagerly for new 
strong sensations? What, in other words, is happening to 
our thoughts and feelings as, increasingly, we allow others 
to play upon them?” 

These are surely valid questions when the future of 
mankind depends, as much as ever, on the search for truth.

Act on bottleneck, 
chamber tells B.C. 


Victoria Chamber of Com¬ 
merce has urged the 
provincial government to act 
this year on widening Bot¬ 
tleneck Lane, the Trans 
Canada Highway between 
Douglas Street and Gold- 
stream Park. 

Chamber transportation 
committee chairman Jack 
McKernan said the provincial 
government seems to be 
leaving the Victoria end of the 
highway widening project for 
last when — on the basis of 
need — It should have top 
priority. 

He said the present two-lane 
stretch should be widened to 
four or even six laces to end 
bottlenecks which occur daily 
and reach a peak in summer 
when tourists hauling boats or 
driving campers or trailers 
add to the congestion. 

The provincial government is 
widening the highway to four 
lanes, working south and 
north from Duncan. 

Former highways minister 
Robert Strachan said the 
project would have a high 


priority with the provincial 
government but the work 
began in the Duncan area and 
stopped just north of the 
Malahat. 

His successor, Graham Lea, 
immediately stepped into a 
controversy when he said the 
government would continue 
expanding the road south, 
widening the stretch through 
Goldstream Park. En¬ 
vironmentalists protested that 
the park would be ruined by 
the wide swath cut through the 
trees. 


In an interview this week, 
McKernan said regardless of 
the status of the highway 
through Goldstream, the 
government should proceed 
immediately with widening of 
the Victoria end of the road to 
alleviate traffic congestion on 
the route between Victoria 
and Langford. He called it one 
of the most pressing traffic 
problems in the area. 

He said the chamber is 
requesting “additional 
lanes," meaning at least four 


but possibly six. He said the 
chamber is pleased the high¬ 
way is being widened up- 
Island but bewildered that the 
work did not begin at the 
Victoria end where congestion 
is most severe. 


From the point of view of 
need, the Victoria end was the 
place to start, he said.

I-jter he moved into the car 
sales business, bringing the 
first logging trucks to Van¬ 
couver Island, and from that 
somehow found himself 
working in the logging 
business as a high rigger.

It's 400,000 done and 900,000 
to go on the latest government 
automobile insurance 
scoreboard. 

Transport Minister Robert 
Strachan told the legislature 
Tuesday that about 250,000 
B.C. drivers have bought their 
auto insurance in the last 


week, bringing the total of 
400,000. 

Strachan said he has no fear 
that all cars will be insured by 
the March 1 deadline sioce 
there are more than 1,000 
insurance offices across the 
province. 


Greater Victoria municipal 
representatives and officials 
of B.C. Telephone company 
will study the feasibility of 
setting up a central reporting 
system with one easily- 
remembered telephone, 
number to handle all 
emergency calls in the 
Greater Victoria region. 

The so-called "911” system, 
named after the three-digit 
number which would replace 
the 38 seven-digit emergency 
numbers listed in the 
telephone book, was outlined 
to Greater Victoria In¬ 
termunicipal Committee this 
week by B.C. Tel spokesmen. 


The committee instructed 
Victoria Fire Chief Eric 
Simmons to consult the heads 
of all public safety agencies in 
the area and report their 
views on such an emergency 
facility.

, Princess Louise Apartment 
tenants, under notice of 
eviction, have served notice of 
their own. 

They will not, they say, leave 
their apartments at 310 
Roberts Street in Victoria 
West at the expiry of their 30- 
day notice. 

Some 14 families were 
originally given notice, but 
over the weekend several 
families were apparently 
offered alternative terms, and 
only six families are still 
under notice of eviction. 

"We are people, residing 
peacefully with our children 
and pets, and resent any form 
of discrimination,” said a 
notice signed by 45 tenants, 
which was presented to the 
apartment managers. 


"Take notice that the 
following signators will not be 
leaving the apartments." was 
the heading. 

One of the tenants. Gerry 
Schindle. explained later that 
the notice was signed both by 
tjiose under notice of eviction, 
and by other apartment 
dwellers who sympathize. 

Ten families were 
represented at a meeting 
protesting the evictions last 
week. Another meeting to be 
attended by tenants, 
representatives of the 
property managers, Clay 
Realty of Vancouver, and 
Esquimau MLA Jim Gorst is 
being arranged. 

Schindle said last week's 
protest had apparently 


sparked second thoughts, and 
some tenants under notice of 
eviction had been told other 
arrangements were being 
made for them. 


"It seems there are just six 
families lei', still under 
notice.” he said. 

Reasons given for not ob¬ 
serving the eviction notice 
included: 

—30 days is not enough notice 
for families. 

—Extension of notice is 
required to avoid interruption 
of school terms for students. 

—Apartments are not readily 
available for tenants with 
children. 

Apartment manager S. W. 
Strykowski refused to com¬ 
ment on the problems.

Chamber government af¬ 
fairs committee chairman Bill 
Staveley said in an interview 
he is hopeful a University of 
Victoria professor will agree 
to head a research team. 
Failing that, the chamber will 
hire some company to carry 
out the project. 

Staveley said the chamber 
is not certain whether 
amalgamation of Victoria, 
Saanich, Esquimau or Oak 
Bay would be good or bad. 
“No one really knows. That’s 
the problem." 

He said only a thorough 
study of costs and services 
would enable municipal 
leaders to take a 
knowledgeable stand on the 


(Victoria Mayor Peter 
Pollen has publicly supported 
amalgamation but Oak Bay 
Mayor Brian Smith has 
strongly opposed it on the 


grounds local autonomy tor 
zoning matters would be lost.) 

Staveley said the cham¬ 
ber and the Jaycees carried 
out a study in 1956 on the 
benefits of amalgamation but 
the situation has changed 
considerably since then. One 
major change has been the 
relatively sharp increase in 
taxation in Saanich since 1956 

He said the new study would 
be aimed at providing data 
upon which an intelligent 
decision can be based. 


The chamber was hopeful a 
UVic team would begin the 
project in late spring and 
come in wjth ¥ a i- report this 
year. The project would not be 
an official. UVip function but 
might involve some UVic 
personnel 

A copy of the study would be 
forwarded to Municipal Af¬ 
fairs Minister Jim Lorimer. 
who has expressed an interest 
in the research project, 
Staveley said.

Labor charges seen 


Some sections of the Fair 
Wages, Conditions and Em¬ 
ployment Act may be 
amended during the current 
session of the legislature, 
Labor Minister Bill King said 
this week 

He was commenting on 
recent charges by Vancouver 
Island Building and Con¬ 
struction Trades' Council that 
loopholes in the act are 
allowing more non-union 
companies to get government 
contracts. 


King declined to specify 
which sections of the act 
might be amended, but did 
say he has been having 
"discussions regarding the 
act” with both labor and 
management in the con¬ 
struction industry. 

John Schibli, secretary of 
the building and construction 
trades’ council, alleges that 
loopholes "negate the original 
purpose of the act, which was 
to hav? government contracts 


let to unionized companies 
only.” 

One exception allows in¬ 
dividual owner-operators of 
machinery to bid for govern¬ 
ment jobs. 

There are also exemptions 
for the day labor hired 
directly by the government, 
contractors employing less 
than two employees, and 
family businesses where 
members of the family are 
employees.

New Zealand's ombudsman 
Sir Guy Fowles has served 
his countrymen as official red 
tape cutler for 11 years. 

Appointed in 1962 for a 
three-year term by New 
Zealand's parliament, he has 
been reappointed three times 
under both Conservative and 
Labor governments. 

“The essence of my office is 
independence from the 
executive.” Powles said in a 
recent interview by Curtis 
Sitomer of the Christian 
Science Monitor in Los 
Angeles 

Powles said that, without 
this independence. his 
credibility with the public 
would be questionable and 
much of his work ineffective. 

The ombudsman has in¬ 
dependent investigatory 
powers and may enter 
government premises, 
examine files and papers, 
obtain oral oaths and sub¬ 
poena government workers. 

As a result of a recent 
change in the law he may even 
examine certain documents 
touching on national security. 

"However. I must then 
determine what is proper to 
disclose." he said 
His probes have led to 
changes in policies of the 
social security ad¬ 
ministration, governmental 
prison reforms and justice for 
literally hundreds of ordinary 
citizens. 

He and his professional staff 
of 12 do not have the power to 
change government decisions 
or to bring litigation against 
offenders. 

But they work informally 
with public departments in 
adjudicating grievances. If 
dissatisfied, they can appeal 
to the prime minister and 
even to Parliament. 

Powles. a barrister and 
solicitor, has a long career in 
military and diplomatic 
service before he took on his 
present job. He was his 
country's high commissioner 
in India, Nepal, Ceylon and 
Western Samoa. 

Gambits 

Top men 
from B.C. 

For a long time, some of the 
best chess players in North 
America have come out of 
British Columbia — notably 
Duncan Suttles of Vancouver. 
Canada's most successful 
international player, and 
Canadian champion Peter 
Biyiasas, also of Vancouver. 

However, we never really 
had a chance for a factual 
comparison on the home front 
between one of those two and. 
say. a strong U.S. master — 
that is not until two weeks ago 
That’s when Biyiasas 
travelled to Seattle to take on 
Viktors Pupols of that 
metropolis. Pupols is one of 
the most talented U.S. 
masters in the Northwest and 
holds a win over current world 
champion Bobby Fischer of 
New York. 

The Pupols Biyiasas match 
was to be a 10-game affair but, 
alas it didn't come anywhere 
near that number 
In the first five games. 
Pupols managed two draws 
while losing three, but in the 
sixth an- seventh contests he 
put up hardly any resistance 
at all and after being 
whomped in both, didn’t 
bother continuing the match 
as Biyiasas already had an 
insurmoutable 6-1 margin. 

It was an interesting ex¬ 
periment. but while it pointed 
out something we've known 
for a long time — mainly that 
B.C. players are head and 
shoulders above everyone else 
in the Northwest — the.match 
was a failure from the 
spectator point of view. 

It was a mistake to put a 
player like Biyiasas — who 
today is already a challenger 
toSuttles's supremacy in B.C. 
— against a master like 
Pupols 

This is not to detract 
anything from Pupols. but 
Biyiasas today needs tougher 
match competition. 

If it’s not possible to 
arrange a Suttles Biyiasas 
match, at least the Canadian 
champion should be 
challenged by someone like 
B.C champion Bruce Harper 
of Vancouver. 

That would be a real in¬ 
teresting clash.

Bill Bennett’s debut as 
official opposition leader 
began in the legislature 
Monday with a rambling, la¬ 
bour reply to the throne 
speech which attacked almost 
every aspect of the NDP's 16 
months in power. 

The speech ended with a 
motion of non-confidence in 
the government because, 
Bennett said, the throne 
speech "gave further in¬ 
dications that the government 
intends to place greater 
centralized controls upon the 
people of British Columbia." 

Don Phillips (SC — South 
Peace River) seconded the 
motion with a two-hour 
speech, which meant Socreds 
dominated the entire first 
afternoon of debate. 

The motion might have 
given the Socreds the only 
voice in the legislature on the 
day before the crucial North 
Vancouver-Capilano byelec¬ 
tion. but Premier Barrett 
announced a night sitting.' 
giving Liberals and Con¬ 
servatives a chance to also 
speak on the motion. 

In a speech rippled with 
heckling across the floor. 
Bennett said British 
Columbians have seen "ap¬ 
palling waste, rampant 
political patronage, colossal 
self-indulgence and ever- 
spreading stains of 
mismanagement" since the 
NDP took office. 

The focus of Bennett’s 
criticism was housing. 

147 acres 
set aside 
as reserve 

A 147-acre site on the south 
side of Nitinat Lake, known by 
Indians as the "Weeping 
Giant." has been set aside as 
an ecological reserve by the 
provincial government. 

The land is not being 
preserved because of the 
Indian legend but for a unique 
stand of hemlock which 
scientists want for future 
study when all virgin trees 
have vanished from crown 
lands on Vancouver Island. 

The reserve crowns a steep 
cliff, a landmark on Nitinat 
Lake. According to the Indian 
legend, a princess wrapped 
herself in a blanket and rolled 
over the cliff in defiance of an 
order not to marry her lover. 
Since then the giant—the 
massive rock formation—has 
wept. 

To prove their point, old- 
timers point to water which 
pours from fissure in the rock 
throughout the year 


The housing crisis is 
"largely" the fault of the 
NDP. he said, and "frantic, 
high-cost. big-bureaucracy 
patchwork efforts to catch up 
on the crisis" during this 
session will not excuse the 
government. 

The government spent $12 
million on land-banking and 
the purchase of Dunhill 
Development Corp . said 
Bennett, and that money could 
have been better spent on 
other projects which could 
have produced as many as 
4.000 housing units. 

Bennett suggested two 
programs, in conjunction with 
municipalities, to encourage 
housing construction. 

The first would involve 
placing incentives in land-use 
contracts which would require 
a stated fixed price for lots on 
subdivisions which would be 
maintained for five years in 
return for an incentive sub¬ 
sidy. 

A lease-to-purchase plan 
would make developed land 
available for leasing at a price 
fixed for 10 years, with an 
option to buy. During the 10- 
year term of the lease the land 
could not be sold except to the 
Crown or the sponsoring 
municipality 

Incentives are the key to 
housing development, the 
opposition leader said, and he 
challenged Premier Barrett to 
announce whether he intends 
to retain and increase the 
home-owner’s grant, the 
renter’s grant, the seepnd 
mortgage program and the 
home acquisition grant. 

Much of the speech attacked 
Barretts own policies, 
especially his use of public 
funds and his financial 


these promises had been 
fulfilled. 

The Socreds, he said, "will 
brind sound business 
management to ICBC" in 
competition with other private 
firms when his party is 
returned to government. 

Don Phillips outlined what 
he considered to be NDP 
shortcomings in a speech 
which centred on industry and 
education in B.C 

The 1973 boom economy was 
the result of former govern¬ 
ment policies, not the work of 
the NDP. he said, adding that 
mining claims dropped by 55 
per cent last year. 

He cited "the deterioration 
of morale in the classroom" 
and said the entire situation in 
B.C. education is "very 
depressing.” 


B.C. waiting 
for invitation 
from Ottawa 

British Columbia will not 
participate in talks with B.C. 
Indians on their land claims 
until Ottawa invites the 
province to its meeting, says 
Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald. 

Macdonald said the federal 
government has announced it 
would begin talks and hoped 
B.C. would take part. But the 
province has never actually 
received an invitation. 

Macdonald, in charge of 
Indian land claims in the 
province, said the cabinet will 
likely discuss within a few 
days whether to join in the 
talks, which have already 
begun. But he reiterated the 
province's traditional stand 
that the settling of Indian land 
claims is primarily a federal 
responsibility.

Bennett's debut 
rambling address 


Encouraging public 
discussion of education 
policies remains the intention 
of the government despite the 
recent dismissal of education 
commissioner John Bremer. 
Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly said in the legislature 
Tuesday. 

Dailly said "all of the work" 
generated by the Bremer 
commission will continue 
"and public discussion will not 
cease.”

Lee said his company had 
enough produce in the 
warehouse to supply retailers 
until today ‘‘but after that, 
we’ll be in trouble.” 

Wayne Bryan, produce 
manager of Malkins Division 
of Westfair Foods Ltd., a 
Victoria wholesaler, said 30 
per cent of his company’s 
produce was shipped by truck 
from Southern California and 
Mexico. 

"The shutdown could 
definitely affect us and there 
has beeri the odd evidence of 
violence from the men coming 
in here,” he said. 

Bryant said he expected a 
call later this week from his 
trucker in Los Angeles who 
would tell him whether or not

shipment would get through. 

Gerry Sharpies, produce 
manager of Slade and Stewart 
Ltd., said some of his com¬ 
pany's shipments had been 
slightly delayed, “but there is 
no real shortage, at least 
nothing to cripple us.

Wilderness act 
proposed for B.C. 


One of the most significant 
proposals aired at the 
provincial conference of the 
federal Man and Resources 
program last fall concerned 
implementation of wilderness 
legislation. 

With the recent opening of 
the spring session, such a 
topic is timely. 

The proposal's preamble 
states : 

“We — the people of British 
Columbia — designate 
Wilderness Areas to be 
preserved and protected 
unimpaired for present and 
future generations in order to 
insure that an increasing 
population with expanding 
settlement, mechanization 
and industry does not occupy 
and modify all areas of British 
Columbia.” 

Man and Resources, a 
program now more than two 
years old, was conceived as a 

method by which both 
provincial and federal 
ministers could recieve 
citizen input on identifying 
and solving environmental 
problems. 

Itizens in the B.C. con¬ 
ference felt that specific 
suggestions would be out of 
place at this early stage but 
listed a series of guiding

thoughts for bringing in 
wilderness legislation. 

Among the thoughts were: 

—“A law must formulate in 
as general terms as possible 
that a wilderness area cannot 
allow any of the extractive 
industrial operations or any 
other large-scale human 
disturbances. 

—"A law must emphasis 
vision for the future, that 
wilderness constitutes an 
invaluable natural reserve. It 
is this preservation for the 
future clause which has 
greatly contributed to the 
salvation of our national 
parks. 

‘‘—There is an urgency in 
the need to define and 
preserve wilderness areas. 
Many of them may be gone in 
less than five years. 

—“We try to emphasize that 
wilderness areas may serve 
various purposes, that in 
some, hunting may be an 
allowable thihg, in others not. 
Decisions of this sort can be 
made administratively after 
the Wilderness Areas have 
been declared. Our overriding 
concern is to stop very, very 
soon the bulldozer; the on¬ 
slaught of the extractive in¬ 
dustries. Compared to in¬ 
dustrial devastation such 
questions as hunting or no 
hunting, helicopter skiing or 
not ... are insignificant. 

—"There should be some 
provision whereby Wilderness 
Areas, once established, 
cannot be erased by ad¬ 
ministrative order (order-in- 
council ) as happened to many 
provincial parks, i.e. Ham- 
ber.” 

Before the Wilderness Act 
can be proclaimed, Man and 
Resources delegates 
recommend that public 
hearings be held to determine 
potential areas to be “held in 
trust until such time as a 


decision is made as to the best 
use for them.” 


These regions may be 
designated as wilderness 
areas for a variety of pur¬ 
poses, including land and 
resource banks, watershed 
protection, education, 
recreation, hunting and 
fishing, protection of unique 
flora and fauna, seed stock for 
maintenance of good genetic 
qualities in plants and 
animals, or preservation of 
ecological or other features of 
scientific, scenic or historical 
value.

The ^country’s 270,000 
miners have decided to strike 
a( midnight Saturday in 
protest over the government 
refusal to meet their pay 
demands. 

And the Trades Union 


Congress has advised other 
unions to respect the miners' 
picket lines. 

The decision to strike came 
after a series of closed 
sessions Tuesday despite a 
last minute bid by the U.K. 
government to avert the latest 
crisis.

Explosion blamed 
on bike gangs 

QUEBEC — Motorcycle gang warfare has been blamed 
by police for an explosion in a parked car which killed one 
man and injured two others. 

Serge Letoumeau. 27, was killed while inside the parked 
•car with three companions. The car was parked outside a 
courthouse. 

The men were believed to have been inside the court¬ 
house for the scheduled trials of members of the Pacific 
Rebels gang. However, the trials did not materialize because 
about 20 prisoners refused to answer the roll call and instead 
ripped apart the court cells. 

Police said it appeared to be a settling of accounts by 
rival gangs. It was the fifth such incident and the third death 
this year in the Quebec City area. 


pleaded with miners’ leaders 
to meet him before the strike- 
making decision. But the 
miners said they would not 
hold further discussions with 
the government unless more 
cash was offered. 

They said they must have 
higher wages immediately but 
the government has said it is, 
determined not to allow in¬ 
flationary wage increases. 

It is not known how great 
the support is for the strike 
but in a pithead ballot earlier, 
70 per cent of the miners took 
part in the vote and 81 per cent 
were in favor of strike action. 

The majority favoring a 
strike was the highest in the 
union’s history. 

A total shutdown of the 
mines would soon strangle 
British industry and bring 
hardship to citizens whose 
electric power supplies are 
largely generated from coal. 
Even with a go-slow policy 
and refusal to work overtime, 
the miners forced the nation’s 
factories on a three-day work 
week. 

The scheduled Saturday 
strike would almost certainly 
force a general election in the 
next few weeks as a final test 
of strength between the 
government and the unions. 

Both sides met Monday 
night for four hours at Prime 
Minister Edward Heath’s 
home but Leonard Murray, 
general secretary of the 
Trades Union Congress, 
emerged with the terse 
comment: “It’s a deadlock.’’ 



Canada woos Cuba 


Brezhnev 


Canada is moving closer economically to Cuba. 

A Id-man delegation from the Canadian International 
Development Agency is in Havana to discuss industrial 
development possibilities. 

The delegates are staying in Cuba for five days to 
outline possible Canada aid in mining, agriculture, 
animal health and fish processing. 

At the moment, the agency is sponsoring a $1 million 
graduate engineering project at the University of 
Havana. 


Observers point out that Canadian aid is not just a one 
way street. Last year Cuban purchases from Canada 
jumped to a record $80 million. The total this year is ex- 
p* ted to jump to an even higher figure. 

At the weekend, Russian Communist party chairman 
Leonid Breshnev and Cuban premier Fidel Castro signed 
an agreement which called for an end to the economic 
blockade between the U.S. and Cuba. Russia also sup¬ 
ported Cuba in demanding that the U.S. evacuate its naval 
base on the Caribbean island.

"Unproductive and time- 
wasting. ’’ That’s how Prime 
Minister Trudeau described a 
news conference held after a 
two-day meeting of the Club of 
Rome. 

In fact he was so angry about 
the whole thing that he walked 
out of the conference. The 
Club of Rome is a loose 
association of about 90 people 
concerned with excessive 
growth and development. 
Trudeau was one of six heads 
of government attending the 
meeting who turned up for the 
news session. 

VANCOUVER - It was a lot 
of bull for the Hotel Van¬ 
couver. and it went at up to $12 
a pound when the main 
ballroom was taken over by 
the Canadian Charolais 
Association for an auction. 

The cattle were kept in the 
hotel garage beforehand, then 
led up a ramp, into a freight 
elevator and up to the second- 
floor ballroom where 900 
conventioneers were able to 
place their bids. Top price was 
$26,500 for Dana, a 2,100-pound 
cow from a Calgary farm.

SAN FRANCISCO - Cancer 
has apparently taken the life 
of Larry Lewis, a 106-year-old 
former waiter who astounded 
doctors by daily runs around 
Golden Gate Park. 

Until three years ago, Lewis 
celebrated his birthdays by 
doing the 100-yard dash. His 
time — at the age of 103 — was 
17.3 seconds. 

Born in 1867, Canada’s 
Confederation year, Lewis 
had a number of careers. He 
took up waiting on tables at 


the age of 80 and gave it up at 
105. After that he was signed 
up as a goodwill ambassador 
by Western Girl, Inc., an 
employment agency. 

GANDER, Nfld. — Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev 
stopped for an hour hereon his 
way home to discuss fishing 
policy off Canada’s East Coast 
with Regional Economic 
Expansion Minister Don 
Jamieson. 

On his way from the plane to 
the lounge, he stopped to tell a 
delegation demonstrating 
against Soviet policy toward 
Jews that there are only about 
3,000 Jews in Russia who wish 
to emigrate to Israel, and the 
Soviet government is willing 
to let them leave. 

No decisions were an¬ 
nounced on fishing policy. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky. — Four 
employees of B. F. Goodrich 
Co. here have died of liver 
cancer, apparently due to 
working with the chemical 
compound vinyl chloride. 


Authorities immediately 
expressed concern for the 
health of about 6,500 other 
U.S. workers who are exposed 
to the chemical in about 28 
manufacturing plants. 

A check of records since the 
Lousiville plant went into 
operation in the 1940s shows at 
least 29 employees have died 
from cancer and of that 
number at least 22 worked 
with vinyl chloride. 

DAYTONA BEACH — 
Police are seeking a “hit-and- 
run" St. Bernard dog which 
knocked down a 73-year-old 
man, breaking his leg. 


Eugene Bonner told police 
the galloping dog bowled him 
over.

Retardates need 
foster parents 


People have trouble ac¬ 
cepting the mentally retar¬ 
ded. according to A. O. 
Morrison, supervisor of social 
services at Glendale Lodge 
Hospital, because they are not 
used to meeting a four-year- 
old in an adult body." 

As a result. Morrison said in 
an interview, the lodge, 
located on Markham Street in 
Saanich, can't find foster 
parents to look after retarded 
people able to enter the 
community. 

He estimated that 25 of the 
lodge's 225 ambulent residents 
could leave if they had a home 
to go to. 


But caring for a retarded 
person is not easy. Morrison 
conceded. 

The lodge, he said, does not 
give prospective parents the 
•soft soap.” “They get the 
hard story about what it in¬ 
volves and this discourages 
them.” 


Ambulances 
studied 
by region 


There are 22 ambulances in 
the Capital Region, some of 
which provide back up service 
only or do double-duty as fire 
and police wagons. 

But how many are really 
needed and where should they 
be located? 

These are just two of the 
questions the Capital Region 
Board hopes to answer by 
commissioning a special 
University of B.C. study team 
to make a survey of area 
ambulance performance. 

The regional board has 
approved in principle the 
$14,000 study that will collate 
data about the timing of 
ambulance runs, feed the 
information into a computer 
and hopefully come up with 
some suggestions as to how 
service can be improved. 

The findings will be studied 
by a sub-committee whose 
recommendations will likely

Saanich aldermen sitting as 
a court of revision Monday 
started hearing 23 appeals 
from commercial interests 
over a jump in 1974 business 
tax assessments.

Saanich Conservative MLA 
Hugh Curtis has charged 
Premier Barrett is trying to 
"pass the buck” by accusing 
assessors of making errors in 
this year’s tax assessments. 

The premier's statements, 
said Curtis, show he "really 
doesn’t understand the whole 
mechanics of land assessment 
in B.C.” and the government 
is trying to cover-up its 
mistakes. 

Curtis was referring to the 
disclosure by Barrett last 
week that some assessors had 
made mistakes when they 
assessed residences on two to 
five-acre parcels of land 
because they considered the 
land partially undeveloped. 

Curtis said it is “patently 
absurd" to say assessors 
could have made errors 
because they were given 
specific guide lines set by the 
government. 

“He's passing the buck to 
assessors and accusing them 
of incompetence when in fact 
the situtions is precisely the 
opposite,” he said. 


Barrett told listeners on a 
hot line show that a letter had 
been sent out to assessors 
clarifying that residentially 
improved properties of less 
than five acres should not 
have received assessment 
increases of more than 10 per 
cent this year. 

But Curtis said the letter 
was sent out Jan. 22 which was 
"simply ludircrous" since 
assessment roles were 
completed in December. 

The provincial assessment 
commissioner was searching 
for clarification through last 
year, said Curtis, but he never 
received the guidelines he 
needed. 

The confusion arose out of 
changes in the Assessment 
Equalization Act last spring 
which removed the 10 per cent 
limit on yearly assessment 
increases for all but 
residential and farm 
properties. 

Meanwhile the assessment 
commissioner. Percy Wright, 
said a major review of 
property assessments 
throughout the province will 


be necessary to straighten out. 
the problems caused by the. 
misinterpretation. 

Wright said assessors 
should not be blamed for the 
mistake, however, because 
last spring it was decided that 
interpretation of the; 
residential use question was to 
be left for individual assessors 
to decide on the basis of what 
was normal for their areas. 

Thus the size of land parcels; 
eligible for the residential; 
lable varied throughout the 
province and it was only when 
complaints arose that Wright! 
said he realized clarification! 
was needed. 

Assessors and courts of 
revision will get together to 
knock down unjustified in¬ 
creases in the next few weeks,! 
lie said. 

Both Curtis and Con¬ 
servative leader Scott 
Wallace agreed the NDP 
government inherited the 
assessment problem from the 
Socred administration but 
they said the NDP have 
continued to “distort the 
whole principle of assessment 
equalization." 

Instead of "fiddling 
around” with assessments, 
they said, each property 
should be assessed according 
to a fixed formula and 
property owners faced with 
taxation hardships should 
have their actual tax 
payments adjusted. 

Curtis brought up the 
matter in the house Monday, 
asking Barrett if he had in¬ 
structed assessment com-! 
missioner Percy Wright to 
send out the Jan. 22 letter. 

The premier replied that he 
had simply forwarded all 
letters of complaint to Wright 
but had not instructed him to 
write any letters. 

The NDP government is 
following the example of the.

A North American 
developer wanting to build in 
Germany would get the 
surprise of his life. 

Deve opment in Germany 
is completely under govern¬ 
ment control and a developer 
can only build where, when 
and how the government will 
let him. 

There is no urban sprawl, 
the kind of uncontrolled, 
unorganized rape of the land 
that has ruined much erf North 
American's countryside. 

A piece of agricultural land 
will remain agricultural 
unless the government says 
otherwise. B.C.’s Bill 42 is 
tame by comparison. 

An individual landowner 
can’t cut one tree without 
government approval. 
Thousands of government- 
employed foresters live on 
and look after relatively small 
territories to which they are 
assigned. 

The cores of German cities 
breathe history and 
aesthetics. In Cologne, a 
whole section of the Old Town 


near the famous cathedral 
was rebuilt after the war 
according to the original 
plans. 

The buildings look exactly 
the way they did before they 
were destroyed in the war 


series 

Bavaria, undoubtedly the 
most beautiful part of Ger¬ 
many with its picturesque 
towns and alpine scenery, is a 
tourist's mecca. 

Absent is the ugly com¬ 
mercialism that distorts 
many North American beauty 
spots. Glaring neon signs 
aren’t allowed. There are no 
free-standing billboards in 
Garmisch-Partenkirchen, a 
famous skiing resort, in the 
German Alps. 

Pedestriaq malls are the 
order of the day in almost 
every German city. Munich’s 


Marienplatz, a section of the 
city containing some of its 
most historic buildings, is a 
prime example of what 
pedestrian malls can be like. 

One also can’t help but be 
impressed by the hundreds of 
castles and cathedrals that 
dot the country. German’s 
cultural life has reached an 
unprecedented level. 

Munich alone has three full¬ 
time symphony orchestras, an 
opera house, an operatta 
ensemble, about two dozen 
theatres and several dozen 
museums. 

Although admissions have 
become steep (a medium- 
priced seat in the opera is 
about $12), playhouses are 
crowded to capacity. 

Top entertainers and en¬ 
sembles from all over the 
world find enthusiastic 
audiences in Germany. 

To the casual observer, 
things have never been as 
good as they are now, but as 
mentioned earlier in this 
series, there are signs that the 
country is in for a change to 
tiie worse.

SAN FRANCISCO — 
Portable electronic 
calculators are sweeping 
American university cam¬ 
puses “like a wave of friendly 
locusts,” according to the 
Christian Science Monitor. 

They’re popping up their 
answers in chemistry, physics 
and advanced business 
classes from Georgia Tech to 
UCLA, “chewing up 
calculations like leaves — 
even during examinations. * 

The calculators, which 
range in price from $40 to $400, 
are meeting mixed reaction, 
the Monitor reports. 

Reaction ranges from total 
acceptance to a ban for 
examination use. A chemistry 
professor at the University of 
California at Berkeley 
arranged a debate for a fresh¬ 
man class on the uses, abuses 
and merits of the machines 
even though he wanted to ban 
them. 

The result was a com¬ 
promise. He allowed them in 
quizzes and final exams but 
ruled them out for midterm 
exams. 

At the California Institute of 
Technology, Pasadena, the 
assistant dean of students, Dr. 
David Wood, said “the slide 
rule still rules here.” 

But he said the use of 
calculators was on the in¬ 
crease despite the fact that 
“exams here are pretty ab¬ 
stract.” 

Calculators may be rented 
at some universities. The cost 
at Georgia Tech is $1.50 a day 
or $3 50 a week but the UCLA 
bookstore charges $1.25 an 
hour or $13 a week. 

At some universities there is 
a feeling that less affluent 
students are being penalized if 
they can’t afford the 
calculators. 

Mathematics professor 
John Kelley of Berkeley 
belives they should be sup¬ 
plied to students. 

“If a student needs glasses, 
we make sure he gets them,” 
he said. 

He also believes that the 
calculators would eliminate 
“the drill that turns off many 
kids.”

It was a gas 
while it lasted 


When word got out that the 
firm of Ivings and Robertson 
was closing there was sad¬ 
ness, regret and even some 
dismayed breast-beating in 
the Tweed Curtain of Greater 
Victoria 

Its unhappy residents, you 
see, have grown accustomed 
to having Cyril Ivings and 
Jimmy Robertson keep llieir 
cars in good running order for 
many years. 

A bleak vision of perpetual 
car trouble rose to haunt them 
when Ivings announced he 
was retiring, and the “old 
firm” would be no more. 

All, however, is not lost. 
Robertson is not retiring but 
will continue to baby the 
Buicks, pamper the Pontiacs, 
coddle the Cadillacs and, if 
need be, force-feed the Fords 
at the same service station 
with a new operator. 

They’ve had a long time 
together, though, and it will 
seem strange to both men 
when, on Feb. 18, Cyril Ivings 
is there no more and Jimmy 


Robertson is working for, 
instead of with, the new 
manager. 

It all began for Ivings back 
in 1926 when he went to work 
for the McRae-Meldrum 
Pontiac agency in the 900- 
block of Yates Street. 

From there he went to the 
Revercomb agency, handling 
Singer and Standard 
automobiles (remember 
them 9 1 and Reo trucks 

Next step for Ivings was a 
Signal Oil Co. station at 
Quadra and Johnson (Ming's 
Restaurant is there now) 
before going in with his 
brother Frank in the garage 
business. 

That was when Robertson 
came into the picture as an 
apprentice — some years 
before the Second World War 
— and the two have worked 
together ever since. 

Soon after Frank moved his 
location to Blanshard and 
Johnson (now Horwood’s), 
Cyril and Jimmy bought him 
out and the Ivings and 


Robertson firm was launched. 

Robertson enlisted with the 
Royal Canadian Ordnance 
Corps in 1943, and was sent to 
the Aleutian Islands with the 
Rocky Mountain Rangers 
when the Japanese menaced 
that area. « 

Together again after the 
war, the partners moved 
about 1954 to the southwest 
corner of Quadra and Pan¬ 
dora, where they remained 
until about 1960 when they 
went to the corner of Cadboro 
Bay Road and Cranmore 
Neither man has any inkling 
of the number of cars they’ve 
serviced over the years, but 
they have customers they 
have looked after for more 
than a quarter-century. 

Both recall their biggest 
problem was keeping in action 
the truck fleet of Palm Dairies 
during and after the war. 

“Parts,” they remember, 
“weren’t just hard to get. It 
was impossible to get them. 
We usually had to make 
replacement parts ourselves. 


Many a ume we woiKeu an 
night to have trucks ready to 
go in the morning.’' 

The two were asked if, 
through all the years and all 
the makes of cars, there was 
any “favorite" among them 
for ease of maintenance. 

"No, not really,’’ Ivings 
replied. “Perhaps, because I 
started out with the Pontiac, 
I’ve always had a leaning 
toward General Motors cars 
But that’s just a feeling." 

In the years gone by there 
were the Auburn, Essex. 
Hupmobile, Star, Overland. 
LaSalle and more now- 
vanished makes; and today 
there are the newcomers from 
this continent, from Europe, 
from the Orient. 

Their customers have found 
that Cyril and Jimmy have 
kept up with the cars and the 
times, and will be relieved at 
least that, while Cyril leaves 
fore retirement in Ladysmith, 
Jimmy will still be ready to 
help at the old stand.

Q. Can I claim my father’s 
funeral expenses on my 
income tax return as 
deductions? My father has 
been a dependant of mine. 

A. No. Funeral expenses are 
not an allowable deduction for 
income tax purposes. 

Q. I retired last year on a 
company pension, and also 
received the Old Age Security 
Pension and some investment 
income. Since my pension is 
less than my exemptions, no 
tax is deducted from it, but 
when my other income is 
added in I will have tax to 
pay. Is there some way I can 
pay my taxes so I won’t be 
faced with having to pay them 
all at once when I file my 
return? 

A. If tax deductions are not 
being made on at least three- 
quarters of your income you 
are required to estimate the 
tax that will be payable for the 


year, and pay it in advance, 
by quarterly installments, on. 
the last day of March, June, * 
September and December, . 
unless your tax this year or in 
the preceding year was not 
more than $400. Your District 
Taxation Office will provide 
you with the forms and 
information on how to 
estimate and pay income tax , 
in this way. 

Q. My wife and I have a joint. 
banking account. The 
payments into the bank 
account are made by me since 
my wife has no private income 
of her own. The T5 slips are 
made out in our joint names. 
Should I still report the 
interest income on my tax 
return, including it with my 
income? 

A. Yes, All of the bank 
interest must be reported as, 
your income since your wife’s 
share of the money on deposit 
came from you.

February’s first weekend 
was a bad one for Seattle 
SuperSonics, practically 
washing out slim hopes that 
an improved performance 
might yet bring a National 
Basketball Association 
playoff spot. 

Coming along steadily 
under the prodding of coach 
Bill Russell, the Sonics had 
moved into third place in the 
Pacific Division. But they 
were still far enough out of it 
not to be able to stand suc¬ 
cessive defeats — and that’s 
what happened to them last 
weekend. 

It started Saturday with a 
102-97 defeat from the last- 
place Trail Blazers in Por¬ 
tland. Then, on Sunday before 
14,078 home town fans, the 
Sonics couldn't cope with 
Detroit Pistons and went 
under, 100-114. 

That left Sonics nine games 
out of a playoff spot. That's 
the difference between them 
and first place in their 
division, and a division title is 
what the Sonics almost cer¬ 
tainly need to become a 
playoff club. 

In the NBA, which is divided 
into the Eastern and Western 
Conferences, the four playoff 
clubs in each conference are 
the two division winners and 
the two other clubs with the 
best records. 

In the Western Division, 
Milwaukee Bucks lead the 
Midwest Division and both the 
second-place Chicago Bulls 
and the third-place Pistons 
have better records than the 
Los Angeles Lakers, who hold 
a slim lead over Golden State 
Warriers in the Pacific 
Division. With only about 25 
games left for each club, it 
appears reasonably certain 
that the Pacific Division will 
supply only its leader for the 
playoffs. 

And it could be that way, 
too, in the Eastern Con¬ 
ference, where Boston Celtics 
and Capital Bullets appear to 
liave division lilies clinched 
and New York Knicker¬ 
bockers are all but certain of a 
playoff spot. The Knicks are 
the only other Eastern Con¬ 
ference club above .500, and 
Buffalo Braves, third in the 
Atlantic Division are 
currently three games better 
off than Atlanta Hawks, 
second-place club in the 
Central Division.

Grits failures in inflation battle 




Without temporary 
government controls on in¬ 
come. prices and profits, the 
battle against inflation will be 
lost. Opposition Leader 
Robert Stanfield said during a 
visit to Victoria this week. 

The federal government. 
Stanfield charged, has done 
virtually nothing to limit the 
inflationary spiral which 
pushed up prices last year by 
an average of 9 per cent. 

There is no sense hoping the 
worst is over, he added, when 
a 10 per cent increase in the 


cost of living has been 
forecast for this year 

Stanfield launched his 
verbal barrage against the 
Trudeau government at a 
luncheon meeting of Victoria 
Chamber of Commerce at the 
end of a four-day visit to 
British Columbia. 

He told about 300 people at 
the Empress Hotel that the 
current inflation level was 
“something far more sinister 
than an irritating breakdown 
in economic performance. 

"This kind of inflation and 
its continuation is a social

distress of growing magnitude 
. it creates a bitterness 
which questions the morality 
and justice of our free 
economic society.” 

Stanfield acknowledged the 
existence of a world-wide 
inflationary trend, but said 
more than 50 per cent of 
Canada's inflation was caused 
in Canada. 

And this is Stanfield's an¬ 
tidote to inflation: a relatively 
short-term freeze in prices, 
incomes and profits followed 
by an 18 -month to two-year 
period of “flexible controls.” 


At the same time, he urged, 
government should curb its 
expenditures. 

To provide immediate relief 
to as many Canadians as 
possible, he proposed the 
elimination of federal sales 
tax on building materials and 
clothing 

New measures are needed 
to deal with the problem. 
Stanfield summed up. because 
the old alternatives are no 
longer acceptable. 

One particularly un¬ 
desirable alternative, he said, 
was the “classic trade-off 
approach.” calling for a
